D. APPROVAL OF PUBLIC SAFETY COMMITTEE MEETING MINUTES 

1. April 6, 2016 

Councilor Adrianna Ortiz stated there were minor grammatical errors that needed correction. 

Motion by PSC Member Adrianna Ortiz to approve the April 6, 2016 meeting minutes as 
amended; 2 nd by PSC Member Manuel J. Martinez. Motion Carried 3-0. PSC Member Dennis 
Tim Salazar absent. 

E. MATTERS FROM THE CHAIR 

PSC Chair Michelle Martinez stated she had received a request from PSC Member Adrianna Ortiz 
regarding the lapel cameras and would let her speak about it. PSC Chair Martinez then stated she 
would like to see policies updated each month for the next two years and would be in contact with 
Chief Gallegos. 

F. COMMITTEE MEMBER COMMENTS 

Councilor Adrianna Ortiz addressed the committee and stated the Town Hall Meeting held on 
Monday went very well and there was great participation from law enforcement and community 
advocates. Issues raised that she would like Public Safety Committee to address include working 
with the youth, the need for the Neighborhood Watch Program, auto burglary awareness, continued 
collaboration with RACSTOP, as well as communication protocol with public when critical 
incidents occur. They also discussed having police presence at the swimming pools this summer. 

PSC Chair Martinez asked if the Crime Stoppers Program could be restarted, hi light of the child 
that was kidnapped and murdered in the Navajo Nation recently, PSC Member Manuel Martinez 
would like to see if a program could be implemented where utilities workers could promote safety 
for children. 

PSC Chan* Martinez asked if the Clerk’s Office would be the Public Information Officer. City Clerk 
Squires stated that the Police Department has individuals who are authorized to speak on behalf of 
the department. PSC Chair Martinez would like to see the city’s website as well as the marquee in 
town capable of relaying information or public service announcements to the general public. 

G. DISCUSSION/ACTION ITEMS 

2. Discussion & Review of 2003 Tow Policy (per FY2014 Audit) - Chair Martinez 
(Discussion Item) - The 2003 current tow policy and the audit findings were included hi the 
packet for review. PSC Chair Martinez explained that amendments were made and this 
draft/working copy still needed number and letter formatting corrections. In addition, forms 
will be drafted by police department staff prior to this policy going to full council for 
approval and adoption. The draft tow policy will be forwarded to the city attorney for legal 
review. 

3. Discussion of Grant Funding and Purchases - Chief Gallegos or Designee (Discussion 
Item) - Chief Gallegos yielded the floor to Officer Anthony Armijo who explained that grant 
funds will be used to purchase nineteen (19) Taser X26P, Taser holsters, Taser batteries, 
twenty-five (25) Taser Body Cameras with storage capability, and replacement magazines for 
the AR-15 rifles. The Body Cam audio and video evidence is uploaded online. Officer 



Armijo explained that per policy, every officer must be Taser-certified in order to carry a 
Taser, and the department is working to get an instructor to keep their training certifications 
current. PSC Chair Martinez asked if department policies were up to date, and Chief 
Gallegos answered in the affirmative. 

4. Discussion of Narcan Training and Purchase - Chief Gallegos or Designee (Discussion 
Item) — Sergeant Daniel Espinoza stated the officers completed training last week with 
Espanola Fire Department Lieutenant Ron Padilla. Officers will soon be carrying this life¬ 
saving drug with them while on duty. 

5. Special Response Team Reinstatement Request - Chief Gallegos or Designee 
(Discussion (Item) - Chief Gallegos explained that the department received grant funding in 
2011 to establish a Special Response Team (SRT) and purchase a vehicle. The program was 
suspended last year due to a grievance that was filed claiming lack of proper training by 
SRT-command staff. Chief Gallegos stated Officers Jason Gallegos and Richard Trujillo 
recently attended a Basic SWAT School. City Manager stated he would like to discuss the 
request with him.

1. May 4,2016 

E. COMMITTEE MEMBER COMMENTS - Councilor Manuel Martinez addressed the 
committee and stated that he had made contact with the General Manager at Jemez Mountains 
Electric Cooperative, Inc. and he is very interested in implementing a “Safe Haven” program. 
He is awaiting board approval. Councilor Martinez advised him that Chief Gallegos of Espanola 
Police Department is interested in the program as well and would like the chief to set up training. 

F. MATTERS FROM THE CHAIR 

Committee Chair Michelle Martinez stated she will be meeting with Chief Gallegos regarding 
the panhandling ordinance and a possible solution to the loopholes the current ordinance 
contains. 

G. DISCUSSION/ACTION ITEMS 

2. EMT/Paramedic Intern Program and Clinieal Affiliation Agreement - Eric Tafoya 
(Action Item) - Deputy Chief of Fire Eric Tafoya stated that the City Attorney, Frank 
Coppler, had reviewed the contracts presented in the packet material, and had made his 
proposed amendments regarding insurance and liability. Although there were two separate 
contracts (one for students under 18, and the other for participants over 18 years of age), 
Deputy Chief Tafoya stated they would all more than likely be over 18 years old. Mayor 
Pro-Tem Adrianna Ortiz asked who would be supervising the interns. Deputy Chief Tafoya 
said the participants will be assigned to shift Lieutenants and would be assisting Firefighters 
on scenes and logging their work into a book. Mayor Pro-Tem Ortiz asked for regular 
updates on the program. 

Motion to send the EMT/Paramedic Intern Program and Clinical Affiliation Agreement to 
full council for approval made by Mayor Pro-Tem Adrianna Ortiz; 2 nd by Councilor 
Manuel Martinez. Motion Carried 4-0. 

3. Proposed Resolution for Grant Funded Overtime - Richard Gallegos or Designee 
(Action Item) - Deputy Chief Matthew Vigil addressed the committee. The proposed 
resolution is being presented to allow for grant funded overtime to be paid to officers, 
regardless of the type of leave taken during the same pay period. The problems arise when 
the city is collecting the overtime funding at time-and-a-half (1.5), when the officer is only 
paid at regular time due to time being converted to straight time when leave is taken. 

Motion to open Proposed Resolution 2016-11 for Grant Funded Overtime item for 
consideration and discussion made by Mayor Pro Tern Adrianna Ortiz; 2 nd by PSC 
Member Dennis Tim Salazar. Motion Carried 4-0. 

Mayor Pro-Tem Adrianna Ortiz asked Interim City Manager Mark Trujillo for his input on 
the subject regarding personnel procedures and implications the resolution may result. ICM 
Trujillo was concerned about potential abuse of leave. Deputy Chief Vigil reiterated that the 
resolution is only pertaining to grant funded overtime, not regular overtime, and it should not 
impact the general fund budget. Mayor Pro-Tem Ortiz asked if this was allowable under 
federal law and would like input from the Administrative Services Director, Joyce Sandoval. 
Committee Chair Martinez would like the chief to ensure internal controls are implemented 
to avoid abuse of leave and shorthandedness within regular patrol schedules. Deputy Chief 



Vigil stated that the department is not currently receiving grant funding, but is in the procesi 
of asking for it to be reinstated, contingent on the audits being brought back up-to-date, and 
this proposed resolution’s approval. Councilor Manuel Martinez stated officers should be 
able to use their leave and does not see a problem as long as it is not abused. Chief Gallegos 
is addressing leave requests and identifying patterns of sick leave within the department. 
Motion to amend original motion and request to forward Proposed Resolution 2016-11 for 
Grant Funded Overtime item to full council for approval made by Mayor Pro Tem 
Adrianna Ortiz; 2 nd by PSC Member Dennis Tim Salazar. Motion Carried 4-0.

Deputy Chief Vigil added that he had gone on 
patrol with the officers and saw how motivated they are. 

K. NEXT MEETING - Public Safety Committee Chair Michelle Martinez set the next 
meeting for July 13, 2016 at 6:00 PM due to Independence Day holiday and vacation leave 
being taken the first week of July.

ARTICLE I 
Panhandling 

[Adopted 10-26-2010 by Ord. No. 2010-09] 


§ 272-1. Title. 

This article shall be known and may be cited as the "Safety in Public Places Ordinance." 

§ 272-2. Findings and intent. 

The City Council finds and states its intent as follows: 

A. It is the intent of the Council in enacting this article to improve the quality of life and 
economic vitality of the City and to protect the safety of the general public against 
certain abusive conduct of persons engaged in panhandling by imposing reasonable time, 
place and manner restrictions on panhandling while respecting the constitutional rights of 
all citizens. 

B. An increase in aggressive panhandling throughout the City has become extremely 
disturbing and disruptive to residents and businesses, and has contributed not only to the 
loss of access to and enjoyment of public places, but also to an enhanced sense of fear, 
intimidation and disorder among the general population. 

C. Aggressive panhandling usually includes approaching or following pedestrians, the use of 
abusive language, unwanted physical contact and/or the intentional blocking of pedestrian 
and vehicular traffic and such other conduct as identified and regulated in this article. 
Aggressive panhandling has directly led to extreme violence and harm to citizens in 
Espanola.

§ 272-3. Definitions. 

The following words, terms and phrases when used in this article shall have the meanings

AGGRESSIVE PANHANDLING — Aggressive panhandling occurs only when the 

panhandler: 

A. Comes closer than three feet to the person solicited unless and until the person solicited 
indicates that he or she wishes to make a donation; 

B. Touches the solicited person without the consent of the solicited person; 

C. Panhandles a person while such person is standing in a line of no less than five people 
who are waiting to be admitted to a commercial establishment or public facility; 

D. Blocks the path of a person being solicited as that person attempts to walk away from the 
panhandler; 

E. Blocks the entrance to any building or vehicle while panhandling; 

F. Continues to solicit while following behind, ahead or alongside of a person who walks 
away from the panhandler after being solicited and declining; 

G. Causes a person to take evasive action to avoid physical contact with the panhandler who 
is panhandling; 

H. Threatens the person solicited with physical harm by word or gesture; 

I. Directs profane or abusive language toward the solicited person either during the 
solicitation or following a refusal to make a donation; 

J. Makes any statement, gesture, or other communication which would cause a reasonable 
person to be fearful or feel compelled to donate; 

K. Immediately continues to solicit from a person after receiving a negative response; 

L. Panhandles in a group in which two or more persons panhandle the same person at the 
same time; or 

M. Returns to the same location to continue panhandling after being asked to leave by an 
authorized representative of the owner or occupier of said location. [Added 11-19-2013 
by Ord. No. 2013-02] 

BUSKING; BUSKER -— To play music or perform entertainment, usually in a public place 

while soliciting money. [Added 11-19-2013 by Ord. No. 2013-02] 

PANHANDLER — Any person who engages in an act of panhandling. 

PANHANDLING — [Amended 11-19-2013 by Ord. No. 2013-02] 

A. Panhandling occurs when the panhandler performs any solicitation, soliciting of alms, 
begging or any other form of asking for donations, made in person upon any public place 
or on private property in the City, in which a person requests an immediate donation of

entering any street, street intersection, alley or other public passageway; 

(2) In any manner that' interferes with the visibility of motorists and the sight distance 
of any motorist operating any vehicle on or entering any street, street intersection, 
alley or other public passageway; 

(3) Involving any operator or occupant of a motor vehicle on a public street in 
exchange for blocking, occupying, or reserving a public parking space, or directing 
the operator or occupant to a public parking space; 

(4) In exchange for cleaning motor vehicle windows while the vehicle is in traffic on 
or entering any street, a street intersection, alley or other public passageway; 
and/or 

(5) In exchange for protecting, watching, washing, cleaning, repairing, or painting a 
motor vehicle or bicycle while it is parked on a public street. 

D. Aggressive panhandling. It shall be unlawful to engage in an act of aggressive 
panhandling at any time in any place within the City. 


§ 272-5. Violations and penalties. 

Each act of panhandling declared unlawful by this article shall constitute a public nuisance 
and a separate violation of this article. Each violation shall be punishable by a fine of not less 
than $50 nor more than $500 and up to 90 days in jail.

B. Specific places. It shall be unlawful to engage in an act of panhandling at 
any time when either the panhandler or the person being solicited is 
located at any of the following locations: 

(1) in any public transportation vehicle or public transportation facility. 

(2) Within [4#] 20* feet of any public transportation stop that is 
identified by signage. 

(3) Within [45] 20 feet of a public transportation facility. 

(4) In public parking lots or public parking structures. 

(5) Within 15 feet of any sidewalk cafe. 

(6) Within [45] 50 feet in any direction from an automatic teller machine 
or an entrance to a bank. 

(7) Within [45] 40 feet of people standing in a line of no less than two 
people who are waiting to be admitted to a commercial 
establishment or public facility. 

(8) On private property or residential property, without permission from 
the owner or occupant.

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(9) On school property or off school property and within one hundred 
fifty feet (150 1 ) of the property line of a school. 

C. Vehicles and vehicular traffic. It shall be unlawful to engage in an act of 

panhandling at any time of any day: 

(1) Involving any operator or occupant of a motor vehicle that is in 
traffic or on entering any street, street intersection, alley or other 
public passageway; 

(2) In any manner that interferes with the visibility of motorists and the 
sight distance of any motorist operating any vehicle on or entering 
any street, street intersection, alley or other public passageway; 

(3) Involving any operator or occupant of a motor vehicle on a public 
street in exchange for blocking, occupying, or reserving a public 
parking space, or directing the operator or occupant to a public 
parking space. 

(4) In exchange for cleaning motor vehicle windows while the vehicle is 
in traffic on or entering any street, a street intersection, alley or 
other public passageway; and/or 

(5) In exchange for protecting, watching, washing, cleaning, repairing, 
or painting a motor vehicle or bicycle while it is parked on a public 
street. 

D. Aggressive panhandling. It shall be unlawful to engage in an act of 

aggressive panhandling at any time in any place within the City.

C. All persons operating any plant, station or establishment not conforming with the 
standards provided in the regulations described in Subsection A of this section, whether 
or not the same was in existence prior to June 1, I960, shall hilly comply with all 
provisions of such regulations no later than January 1, 1977. 

D. All persons constructing or substantially remodeling a service station, bulk plant or 
storage terminal shall submit a copy of his application to the State Fire Marshal to the

Fire Chief of the City. The written approval of the Fire Chief shall be obtained before 
any new service station or one substantially remodeled, bulk plant or storage terminal is 
put into use. 

E. Any person who shall fail to comply with any provision of this section or who shall 
violate or fail to comply with any order made under this section shall, severally for each 
and every such violation and noncompliance respectively, be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
punishable as provided in Chapter 1, General Provisions, Article HI, Violations and 
Penalties, § 1-19.
